The parties report that 
additional discussions have led Plaintiff to withdraw its objection to certain 
withholdings under FOIA Exemption (b)(6). Additionally, Defense counsel has 
learned that Defendant has not completed its production of documents and has 241 
pages of documents it needs to process and produce to Plaintiff. These documents 
contain information that belongs to Defendant and other entities. Defendant will 
complete processing and production by October 30, 2019. The parties propose that 
they file a Joint Status Report after production is complete, updating the Court on the 
status of the case. The parties' 3J_ Motion is GRANTED. The summary judgment 
briefing schedule is VACATED. The parties are further ordered to file a Joint Status 
Report by NOVEMBER 1, 2019, updating the Court on the status of this case. Signed 
by Judge Colleen Kollar-Kotelly on 10-21-2019.
